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Blood flowed at Memorial Complex for good cause

Didsburians shared their life 
blood - literally - with hundreds of 
people across the country. 

Didsburians, together with 
Carstairs, Olds and other sur¬ 
rounding residents brought in a 
total of 113 pints of blood. 


There were 126 people who 
flooded the complex on Wednes¬ 
day, of which 13 were deferred. A 
corporate challenge was one of 
the draws with the goal to get the 
most people from your organiza¬ 
tion at the clinic, and Olds College 
won the event. 


Although this was the first time 
in almost two decades there has 
been a blood clinic in Didsbury, it 
was the first one that the new 
agency partook in, and Steve 
Tyson, the CBS director says the 
clinics should have never stopped. 

"We know there is a migration 


from the city, and communities 
like Didsbury have potential for 
us not just for future growth but 
because there is an untapped do¬ 
nor base."

were happy to see the opportunity 
to participate again in potentially 
saving someone's life. 

Gordon Robertson, who has 
been giving blood for most of his 
63 years of life, says he looks for¬ 
ward to the convenience of doing 
it in his own community. 
Robertson has donated 67 times 
in 63 years and was happy to be 
doing it again last week. 

"I think it is a really important 
thing to do," he said as he munched 
on the treats provided for the do¬ 
nors. 

Walter Scheidt agrees. He re¬ 
members the first blood clinic in 
Didsbury with the Red Cross in 
1947, and says he is glad the new 
agency has recognized the need to 
branch into smaller communities. 

It is this attitude of the com¬ 
munity that brought the CBS to 
town. 

Tyson says he believes there is 
a reason that the clinic was so 
successful here. 

"There is community support 
and a sense of fellowship in small 
towns that give us an opportunity 
to be a part of com munity and also 
for the community to come to¬ 
gether to be a part of a very posi¬ 
tive process." 

When a person makes the deci¬ 
sion to donate, says Tyson they 
are not only helping once but many 
times. Each pint can be broken 
into four separate blood products. 

"By just donating once, you are 
able to positively affect four peo¬ 
ple's lives," says Tyson. 

The good deed of donating 
blood, was what motivated Kelly 
Larson of the Didsbury Royal 
Purple to put so much work into 
organizing it. 

The Canadian Blood Services 
personnel had been hoping to get 
at least 80 through the door, and 
said anything over 100 would be a 
resounding success. So, the local 
clinic was more than a success, it 
was a milestone that will surely 
bring the CBS back in the future.

When people think of feeding 
the hungry they most often think 
of far off third world countries. 
But, Didsbury has brought it 
home. 

Look in our own backyard, 
and one can find that the inci¬ 
dence of poverty and hunger are 
as real here as they are in far off 
lands. 

The growing numbers at the 
local foodbank can testify to 
that fact. 

The Olds and District 
Foodbank, which services the 
Didsbury area also, has seen 
the number of people coming to 
them ever increasing and it 
doesn't show any sign of slow¬ 
ing, says Marion Hemming the 
Didsbury member of the board. 

"There has been an increase 
of 43% at the Foodbank," she 
says with an obvious pitch of 
sadness in her voice. 

Hemming says it is just some¬ 
times hard to believe that in a 
country such as Canada, a prov¬ 
ince such as Alberta and a town 
such as Didsbury that these 
problems of poverty are so very 
real. 

In 1997 the food bank handed 
out 206 food baskets to Dids- 


Hunter 
in court 

On Jan. 29, 1999 in Didsbury 
Provincial Court a man from 
Drumheller, Alberta entered a 
guilty plea to the charge of "aban¬ 
don edible meat" under the pro¬ 
vincial Wildlife Act. 

The Fish and Wildlife Office 
in Olds laid the charge after 
receiving information from wit¬ 
nesses that only the head was 
retrieved of a killed Rocky 
Mountain Bighorn Sheep in Oc¬ 
tober, 1998. Mr. John Moar, the 
man who otherwise hunted the 
animal lawfully, failed to re¬ 
cover the edible meat as required 
by law. 

The court ordered Mr. Moar 
to pay a fine of $800 and to serve 
a 1-year hunting license sus¬ 
pension. Also ordered was the 
forfeiture of the trophy sheep 
head, which had been seized by 
a wildlife officer. 


bury residents who were forced 
to reach out their hand and ask 
for help feeding themselves and 
their families. In 1998 that 
number soared to 294. 

To draw a comparison be¬ 
tween other towns and Dids¬ 
bury further helps to paint the 
picture. 

In Olds, where the popula¬ 
tion is close to double Dids- 
bury's, less than one hundred 
more baskets were dispersed. 

County-wide 1467 adults were 
fed and 1173 children had food 
provided to them in 1998. 

Hemming and her fellow col¬ 
leagues at the Foodbank try to 
search for reasons why the num¬ 
bers continue to grow. 

Hemming has a theory. 

"There's be a real influx of 
people into Didsbury and I think 
we are dealing more and more 
with the working poor,” she says. 

Hemming says often the larg¬ 
est portion of the users of the 
Foodbank service are those fami¬ 
lies who have at least one par¬ 
ent working but, once all the 
bills and rent are paid, there is 
little left over for sustenance. 

"People that wouldn't nor¬ 
mally think of coming to a 
foodbank are just down on their 
knees,” says Hemming. 

To meet the overwhelming 
demand takes a lot of work and 
extreme generosity, something 
Hemming says this town is cer¬ 
tainly not short on. 

"In 1998 this town gave al¬ 
most $5000 in cash alone, and 
that doesn't include Christmas 
time,” says Hemming. 
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"That is more than $1 for 
every man, woman, and child in 
Didsbury." 

She says she is almost con¬ 
stantly in awe of the attitude of 
the people in Didsbury and their 
willingness to help others. That 
includes the men and women 
who are continually doing pick¬ 
ups at the drop-off spots and 
those who labor in the foodbank 


themselves. 

Something she is especially 
proud of is the support of the 
students in the community who 
every year have many different 
fund-raising or food collection 
activities and give the proceeds 
to the bank. 

Service Clubs in town also 
play a major role, says Hem¬ 
ming.

Last week Prime Minister 
Jean Chretien set up a task 
force to determine why Western 
Canada has become a dead zone 
for the Liberal Party. 

Seven Liberal Members of 
Parliament and three Senators 
will be seeking answers from 
Westerners on this issue. This 
Liberal road show is nothing 
more than a make work project 
for backbench MPs and a waste 
of taxpayers dollars. The Prime 
Minister said this committee is 
needed so that the West can 
"articulate their hopes, aspira¬ 
tions and concerns". The prob¬ 
lem is that Westerners have been 
articulating for years, but fed¬ 
eral governments haven't been 
listening. 

This was seen recently with 
the announcement that a farm 
aid package will be available in 
March. A handbook explaining 
how the program works should 
show up in farmer's mailboxes 
by the beginning of March. They 
then will be able to make their 
claims at the same time as they 
file their taxes. It literally took 
months of the Official Opposi¬ 
tion screaming about the farm 
disaster before the Liberals took 
notice. My first suggestion for 
the Liberals is that they have to 
start listening to farm commu¬ 
nities outside of Ontario. 

Secondly, it was revealed by 
John Harvard, one of the task 
force members, that he would 
not consider any recommenda¬ 
tions for changes to the Fire¬ 
arms Act. Although a truly West- 
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ern issue, the task force is merely 
going through the motions with¬ 
out really listening to those in 
the firearms community. There 
are thousands of gun shop own¬ 
ers in the West who are declar¬ 
ing bankruptcy as a result of 
this legislation, as well as the 
major inconvenience to gun 
owners. This issue has to be 
addressed by this committee. If 
not, they will have no credibil¬ 
ity. 

I think that Westerners have 
been making it clear for decades 
what they think of Liberals. 


Certainly, Mr. Chretien is again 
patronizing the West with this 
phoney task force which will 
discover that it is his own record 
of political contempt for the West 
that has caused him these prob¬ 
lems. He only has to go through 
the House of Commons debate 
on Western issues, such as: the 
Canadian Wheat Board, crimi¬ 
nal justice reform, equality of 
the provinces, and accountabil¬ 
ity of elected Members to con¬ 
stituents rather than party lead¬ 
ers, to understand Western con¬ 
cerns.

I was in error to 
say the meeting involved Coun- 
cil-it was the Task Force that 
attended and not Council, and I 
apologize to Council if that error 
caused them any embarrassment. 
I know full well that Council did 
not want to remain in Region 5, 


and if the Review can produce a 
recording to the contrary, then I 
would stand corrected at that 
time.

The Snyders send weekly 
letters to their family telling about their day to day experiences. 


Dear Family and Friends, 

Greetings from the land of dust 
and smoke! The Harmattan 
comes and goes, but burning 
leaves and grass seems to be con¬ 
stant during the dry season. It 
has warmed up quite a bit-it's 
about 25 degrees Celsius or 85 
degrees Fahrenheit just now. 

Janet is down helping to time at 
a track meet-the only one for this 
school year. 

This morning Janet was up 
early to do the laundry but there 
was no water. We have huge stor¬ 
age tanks at the school, so within 
a half hour we had water again, 
but it is occasions like that which 
cause us to wish for a better in¬ 
frastructure in Nigeria. We have 
a friend working in Cameroon, a 
neighbouring country, who has 
water, electricity, and gasoline 
all the time. Our shortages and 
outages just encourage us to be flexible and adaptable. I can remem¬ 
ber living 'down country’ where electricity was rare and vegetables 
were difficult to find. We really are very fortunate compared to much 
of the rest of the world. 

This week, Canada reopened its High Commission in Lagos. The 
present Nigerian head of state has worked hard to improve Nigeria's 
human rights record, and the rest of the world has responded 
positively. Even before the High Commission was officially open, the 
acting High Commissioner helped us and our Mission group a great 
deal in trying to organize a search for a missing Canadian exchange 
student. She also helped arrange for the family to get visas to visit 
Nigeria. We don't always appreciate our diplomats the way we 
should.

The Review Process: 

The document, "Call for In¬ 
put”, was produced and distrib¬ 
uted to over 400 members of the 
public at large, regional health 
authorities, municipal govern¬ 
ments, health-care associations 
and MLAs. To elicit their feed¬ 
back, the document asked Alber¬ 
tans a series of questions about 
their respective RHA boundary 
and CBWD Committees. 

In addition to the distribution 
of "Call for Input”, advertise¬ 
ments were placed in daily and 
weekly newspapers across the 
province inviting Albertans to 
attend the meetings or to contact 
the office for information regard¬ 
ing the consultative process. 

The MLA Committee formally 
began its consultations on July 
21, and concluded on August 13, 
1997. One meeting was con¬ 
ducted in each of the 17 regional 
health authorities. Those indi¬ 
viduals or groups unable to at¬ 
tend the meetings were encour¬ 
aged to write, fax, or e-mail their 


thoughts and comments to the 
committee by August 22, 1997. 

Additionally, meetings were 
held with the Alberta Associa¬ 
tion of Municipal Districts and 
Counties, the Alberta Urban 
Municipalities Association, the 
Commissionaire of Services for 
Children, and the Regional 
Health Authorities and Provin¬ 
cial Boards Council of Chairs. 

In this area of the province 
meetings were held in 
Drumheller - July 22, 1997; Cal¬ 
gary - July 28, 1997; and Red 
Deer - July 29, 1997. 

Regarding the boundaries be¬ 
tween Regions 4, 5, & 6, the fol¬ 
lowing submissions were received 
by the Boundaries Review Com¬ 
mittee: 

City of Airdrie, Town of 
Cochrane, Labour Council, Dids¬ 
bury Task Force, M.D. Rocky 
View, M.D. Badlands, Town of 
Strathmore, RHA5, Village of 
Linden, Village of Cremona, and 
a small number of private citi¬ 
zen's submissions from Regions 
4 & 5. 

Aside form the Task Force 
submission, which requested 
moving Didsbury to Calgary Re¬ 
gion, other submissions opted for 
the status quo, except a couple 
suggesting to move to either Re¬ 
gion 4 or 6. 

It should be noted that the 
Committee did not receive any 
clear directions from Region 4 or 
6 as a whole to make any bound¬ 
ary adjustments whatsoever. 

Utilization of Didsbury doc¬ 
tors' services from the local com¬ 
munity has been identified as a 
problem ever since I became in¬ 


volved with the situation. 

The Didsbury Review, Feb. 12, 
1997, reported that MLA Roy 
Brassard also identified this as a 
problem stating that if activity 
continues on a downward spiral, 
the town will have a difficulty 
attracting doctors compounding 
the problem. Brassard said it 
boiled down to a use-it or lose-it 
scenario. 

Dr. Ahmad in the same paper, 
March 12, 1997 edition, was 
quoted as saying "The future of 
this hospital entirely depends 
upon the community to utilize 
the facility." 

RHA5 has also on several oc¬ 
casions expressed the same view. 

From my personal experience 
(albeit short), I can tell you that 
I also have come to share the 
same view based upon approxi¬ 
mately half of the people that 
speak to me with concerns about 
the hospital, who turn around 
and tell me they don't use doctors 
in Didsbury. 

I'm not saying that this is the 
only problem, but it certainly 
appears to be a major one. 

Both my wife and I have used 
the services of the hospital and a 
Didsbury doctor within the last 
year (stress test - go figure) and I 
can tell you that the service was 
exactly as we expected- excellent! 

I would strongly urge anyone 
in the hospital region who does 
not currently use the local serv¬ 
ices to do so, but only when you 
need to.

C-68 leads to confiscation of 
property and the criminalization 
of the property owner 


Dear Editor, 

I find it so ironic that Jean 
Valin, director of public af¬ 
fairs at Canada Firearm Cen¬ 
tre in the Jan. 15 edition of the 
Brandon Sun in Manitoba, 
continues to promote the 
myths behind this ill founded 
legislation. Here are some of 
his key quotes: 1. Everyone 
who owns a gun-by that date 
(Jan. 1, 2001) needs to have 
either a new license or an FAC 
that is still valid, otherwise 
you are in unlawful posses¬ 
sion of your guns. 2. It's (C- 
68) adjusting to a new world, 
it was a partially regulated 
industry and now it is a fully 
regulated industry. 3. Those 
safety issues (preventing guns 
from falling into the hands of 
criminals) are a top priority 
for people working on gun con¬ 
trol. 4. The difference between 
a firearms license and gun reg¬ 
istration is simple, if you draw 
a comparison in a driver's li¬ 
cense and a vehicle registra¬ 
tion. 5. Like the FAC, both 
licenses (the new possession 
or acquisition license) are valid 
for five years. 

I will make some brief com¬ 
ments on Mr. Valin's quotes. 
As written in C-68 it is possi¬ 
ble that on Jan. 1, 2001 there 
will be a 3-4 million gun own¬ 


ers who will become criminals 
for not having a new firearm 
licence to own personal prop¬ 
erty which may have been 
handed down to them for cen¬ 
turies. We all know that the 
New World Order is a per¬ 
sonal agenda of Lloyd 
Axworthy at the United Na¬ 
tions as he continues to push 
for the disarmament of all Ca¬ 
nadians except the police and 
the military. It has been said 
and proven a million times, 
long gun registration has noth¬ 
ing to do with health or safety 
and will not keep firearms out 
of the hands of the criminals. 
The real problem lies within 
our judicial system, and not 
the law abiding citizens of 
Canada. 

The continual comparison 
of vehicle ownership and fire¬ 
arm ownership is ridiculous.

The legislation has cost the 
taxpayers almost half a billion 
dollars, dollars better spent in 
our failing health system. In 
closing, I would advise the 
citizens of Canada, not to break 
the law but to continue the 
fight and send the message 
loud and clear to your member 
of Parliament your approval 
or disapproval of bill C-68.

My sister Marj is coming to stay for a few days. She arrives 
this evening and this column has to be finished before she gets 
here. "Are you about done ?" she will say, five minutes after I 
begin. And five minutes after that her cheery voice inquires, 
"how much longer will you be?" Sometimes she looks over my 
shoulder and says things like, "Is that all you have so far?" or, 
"Only two paragraphs, don't you need more than that?" "Go 
read something" I say desperately, "bake some cookies, take a 
nap." "I can read at home," she tells me, "If I nap I won't sleep 
tonight, and I can't bake cookies unless you come and lay 
things out because I don't know where everything is." 

She does try. She takes a shower and does her hair, but 
Maij worked for years as a hairdresser, so she can take a 
shower and do her hair in about eight minutes and then it's 
back to, "are you about done? How much longer will you be." 
My concentration is broken again and again, I can feel my 
blood pressure rising and my heart rate increasing. This 
seriously impairs any creative process that may have been 
struggling to life and slows me down more. It's hard to type 
when your fists are clenched and hard to be amusing when 
your main emotion is despair. I love Maij dearly but I am 
horrified to find myself contemplating violence. I have thought 
of installing a seat belt in my office chair so that I would have 
to take time to release the catch, thus forcing me to think for 
a moment, before I leap to my feet and grab her by the throat. 

Maij was eleven when I was born, Allan was ten and Ronny 
nine. Maijie had been wanting a sister for a long, long time 
and she was so delighted with my arrival that at school, every 
morning, she made an announcement as to my growth and 
progress. The teacher finally had to ask her to shorten the 
reports as they were cutting into class time. Two boys followed 
me, and then another sister Donna. I'm sure Marj was equally 
happy with these other siblings but she was older and more 
sophisticated then and didn't use them for show and tell. 

By the time I was in school Maij was working at Rank's 
Drugs in Ponoka. She and her friend Marion rented a tiny 
house, two and a half rooms I think, and from her wage of 
about $48.00 a month, she paid rent, bought groceries and 
clothes and spent the rest on us. Birthdays and Christmas the 
best present was from Maij. I remember wonderful books, 
some of which I still have. The Princess and Curdic, Heidi, 
Black Beauty. Maij brought me the first "store bought" coat 
I ever owned, a birthstone ring, sweaters, stockings. She gave 
the little kids toy trucks and stuffed toys and Donna had one 
of the first really lifelike baby dolls whose skin was soft and 
easily warmed. Unfortunately it was badly affected by the sun 
and it turned an unappealing color, but I think Donna still has 
the Teddy Bear Maij gave her. Maij took us to the movies and 
bought us milkshakes, she wrapped bricks of ice cream in wet 
newspapers and sent it out to our electricity free farm. Mom 
and Dad were not penniless but they certainly didn't have 
much left over for "extras".

Public to be consulted as pari 
of a long term care review 


Albertans are being asked to 
provide input on how the prov¬ 
ince’s long term care system 
should look in the future. The 
information will help develop a 
solid base of recommendations 
regarding the system, says Dave 
Broda, MLA, Redwater, and 
Chair, Policy Advisory Commit¬ 
tee, Long Term Care Review. 

“The Alberta government 
recognizes that the population 
of our province is increasing 
and aging and is committed to 
working in partnership with 
Albertans to plan for the fu¬ 
ture,” said Broda. “Long range 
planning is necessary to en¬ 
able us to meet the needs of 
Albertans in the new millen¬ 
nium. As we consider how to 
best structure Alberta’s long 
term care system, this public 
consultation will be crucial to 
our work.” 

Didsbury residents’ input 
will be important to the proc¬ 
ess, as our local hospital has a 
high number of long term care 
beds. 

A questionnaire has been 


developed to solicit responses 
to questions in tour areas: 
healthy aging, acute geriatric 
care, community support and 
care, and supportive living and 
services. In November 1998, 
provincial health organizations 
and interested members of the 
public were asked to respond to 
the questionnaire in writing by 
the end of February 1999. 

Throughout January to 
March, members of the Long 
Term Care Policy Advisory Com¬ 
mittee will consult with recog¬ 
nized experts in long term care 
in Alberta, Canada and other 
parts of the world. These ex¬ 
perts will be invited to present 
papers on the same areas out¬ 
lined in the questionnaire. The 
committee will, at the same time, 
seek input from the public via 
Community Health Councils 
throughout January and Feb¬ 
ruary. 

The Long Term Care Review 
was announced by Health Min¬ 
ister Halvar Jonson in Novem¬ 
ber 1997. The review is guided 
by the Long Term Care Policy 


Advisory Committee, chaired by 
Broda, with Karen Kryczka, 
MLA, Calgary West, as vice¬ 
chair. Other committee mem¬ 
bers have expertise in the fol¬ 
lowing areas: seniors, physi¬ 
cians, health authorities, con¬ 
sumers, and the long term care, 
home care and housing sectors. 

Jonson directed the Long 
Term Care Policy Advisory Com¬ 
mittee to advise him regarding 
the impact of the aging popula¬ 
tion on health services, and to 
propose policies and strategies 
to address that impact. Follow¬ 
ing the consultations, the com¬ 
mittee will develop a final re¬ 
port, as well as a recommended 
multi-year plan on continuing 
care services needs in Alberta 
by November 1999.

with Dr. James Dobson 

QUESTION: We hear so much about mothers being 
depressed and unable to accept the empty nest when the kids 
leave home. In our family, however, it was Dad who took it 
hard. He went into a tailspin for more than a month. Is this 
unusual? 

DR. DOBSON: No, it happens very commonly. In a 
recent study, 189 parents of college freshmen were asked to 
report their feelings when their son or daughter left home. 
Surprisingly, the fathers took it harder than the mothers. 

That resistance to the empty nest was the theme of the 
movie "Father of the Bride", which was a hilarious and 
touching tribute to the love of a father for his daughter. 
When George, the dad, sat across from his daughter at the 
dinner table and learned that she was engaged, he took the 
news hard. He couldn't believe what he was hearing. He had 
to clear his vision when he saw his daughter as a baby girl, 
and then as 10-year-old tomboy, and finally as a beautiful 
young woman of 18. His little girl had grown up so quickly 
and now she was leaving home. He would never again be the 
main man in the life of his precious daughter, and there was 
grieving to be done. 

Why do men sometimes take the empty nest so hard? One 
of the chief explanations is regret. They have been so busy, 
working so hard, that they let the years slip by almost 
unnoticed. Then suddenly they realize it is too late to build 
a relationship with the child who is leaving home forever. 

For those of you who still have children or teenagers at 
home, take a moment regularly to enjoy your remaining 
time together. Those days will be gone in the blink of an eye. 

James C. Dobson, Ph.D., is founder and president of 
Focus on the Family, a non-profit organization dedicated to 
the preservation of the home. Dr. Dobson is married, the 
father of two grown children, and resides in Colorado. 

He was for 14 years an associate clinical professor of 
pediatrics at the University of Southern California School of 
Medicine, and served for 1 7 years on the attending staff of 
Childrens's Hospital of Los Angeles.

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Grain review 
report comments 

Transport Minister David Collenette today encouraged stake¬ 
holders to share their initial opinions on Justice Willard 
Estey's report of his review of Canada’s grain handling and 
transportation system by the original Feb. 1 date to allow the 
Government of Canada to develop a preliminary assessment of 
overall views, but assured that comments received by the end 
of February will be considered. 

The Minister appointed Justice Estey in December 1997 to 
conduct the comprehensive two-phase review in response to 
grain industry stakeholders. Over the course of the review, 
Justice Estey examined all aspects of the system, including 
institutional, legislative and regulatory, physical, and opera¬ 
tional issues. 

"Given the complexity of the issues under consideration, 
several stakeholders have recently indicated that they will 
need additional time to assess thoroughly the implications of 
the report," said Mr. Collenette. "In order to offer an opportu¬ 
nity for stakeholders to provide thorough input, I am prepared 
to consider comments submitted by the end of February, before 
the federal government develops its response to Justice Estey's 
recommendations. 

"Once we have heard from all stakeholders wishing to 
comment, we will proceed quickly with the policy action 
required by the Government of Canada."

Agreement puts Saskatchewan at the top in long¬ 
term wheat research, says development centre 


A new research and develop¬ 
ment agreement between Cy- 
anamid Crop Protection and the 
Crop Development Centre puts 
Saskatchewan near the centre 
of worldwide wheat research. 
The agreement also puts Cana¬ 
dian farmers at the front of the 
pack in the race to develop im¬ 
portant new wheat varieties. 

Under the agreement Cyana- 
mid will provide support to the 
Crop Development Centre, a unit 
of the Department of Plant Sci¬ 
ences at the University of Sas¬ 
katchewan, to develop wheat 
varieties tolerant to the 
imidazolinone family of crop pro¬ 
tection chemistry. 

"Herbicide-tolerant wheat is 
the next step in variety breeding 
for this important crop," says 
Pierre Huel, research scientist, 
Crop Development Centre. "This 
agreement puts Western Canada 
agriculture at the forefront of 
this exciting development." 

The state-of-the-art, Cana¬ 
dian-based research program 
promises to deliver big benefits 
to Canadian farmers within the 
next few years. The first 
imidazolinone-tolerant wheat 
lines have already been entered 
in the trials for variety registra¬ 
tion. 

"This imidazolinone-tolerant 
technology will be adapted to 


the unique needs of farmers in 
Western Canada," says Dwight 
More, director of technical de¬ 
velopment for Cyanamid Crop 
Protection. "It will ultimately 
provide them with the seed and 
weed control options required 
to maximize their yield poten¬ 
tial." 

The Crop Development Cen¬ 
tre herbicide-tolerant project 
originated in 1993 when the 
Saskatchewan Wheat Pool, on 
behalf of the three Prairie pools, 
crossed wheat containing a Cy¬ 
anamid wheat gene with the 
Canadian spring wheat varie¬ 
ties. This produced spring wheat 
tolerant to imidazolinone herbi¬ 
cides. The marketing of the first 
variety will reflect the involve¬ 
ment of the Saskatchewan Pool 
on behalf of the three Prairie 
Pools, in working with Cyana¬ 
mid to initiate the introduction 
of the tolerance gene into Cana¬ 
dian Prairie spring wheat. 

This program was trans¬ 
ferred to the Crop Development 
Centre where the work has been 
expanded. The agreement pro¬ 
vides longevity to the program, 
adds resources for new aspects 
and provides a framework to 
allow varieties to reach the 
market. 

"This agreement uses the 
strength of the Crop Develop¬ 


ment Centre to develop new and 
beneficial varieties for Western 
Canadian farmers," says More. 

Imidazolinone-tolerant 
canola, known as SMART 
Canola, was launched in 1995. 
Since then thousands of canola 
growers have taken advantage 
of the benefits that this new 
technology provides-improved 
yields, broad-spectrum control 
of multiple flushes of weeds that 
result in less dockage, and the 
elimination of the need for tank¬ 
mixing or repeat applications. 
The agreement between Cyana¬ 
mid and the Crop Development 
Centre is intended to provide 
these same benefits in wheat. 

Imidazolinone chemistry is the 
source of the active ingredients 
found in ODYSSEY®, AS¬ 
SERT®, and PURSUIT® herbi¬ 
cides. The new imidazolinone- 
based product selected for use in 
the imidazolinone wheat herbi¬ 
cide system will offer superior 
control of broad spectrum of grass 
and broadleaf weeds, a wide win¬ 
dow of application, low use rates 
and multiple flush weed control. 
The imidazolinone technology fits 
all tillage systems and provides 
flexibility to grow many different 
crops in the following season. 

A unique feature of this herbi¬

Once the new imidazolinone- 
herbicide system for wheat is 
registered growers will be able to 
control a broad spectrum of prob¬ 
lem weeds with a new herbicide 
that provides both contact and 
multiple flush weed control.

Crop Response to 
Chloride fertilizer 


There has been increased 
promotion and interest in the 
potential crop response to chlo¬ 
ride fertilizer. 

Although we know a fair 
amount about chloride's role 
in plants, there are still unan¬ 
swered questions regarding 
responsiveness of Western 
Canadian grain varieties and 
what conditions it gives an 
economic pay back. 

Chloride is involved in sev¬ 
eral roles in plants including: 
photosynthesis, cell division, 
enzyme activity, resisting 
moisture stress (stomatal ac¬ 
tivity), transport of other nu¬ 
trients, within the plant, as¬ 
sisting the plant to mature, 
and suppressing several dis¬ 
eases, such as take-all and 
root rot, and physiological leaf 
spot (looks like a leaf disease 
but is not caused by a patho¬ 
gen). 

General recommendations 
coming out of the U.S. say 
that less than 301bs/acre of 
chloride in the top two feet of 
soil, or 151bs/acre in the top 
12" of soil is deficient. Between 
30 and 601bs/acre of chloride 
in the top two feet of soil, or 15 
to 301bs/acre in the top 12" of 
soil is marginal. Over 601bs/ 
acre in the top two feet, or 
301bs/acre in the top 12" is 
generally adequate. The prob¬ 
lem with these general recom¬ 
mendations is that chloride 
response seems to be variety 
specific. 

Certain varieties respond 
with substantial yield in¬ 
creases if the soil analysis is 
low enough, while others 
hardly respond at all under 
the same conditions. Research 
has shown physiological leaf 
spot in Duke barley and win¬ 
ter wheat can be significantly 
reduced with chloride ferti¬ 
lizer. Control of this condition 
can increase yields by provid¬ 
ing healthier leaves, especially 
the flag leaf. Evidence is also 
growing that chloride fertili¬ 
zation under deficient condi¬ 
tions may be beneficial for CPS 
wheat. An explanation for this 
may be that CPS wheats are 
generally more susceptible to 
root diseases than most hard 
red spring wheat varieties. 
Most of our literature on chlo¬ 
ride response is with U.S. va¬ 
rieties. Because of the differ¬ 
ing varietal response, we 
should be cautious about as¬ 
suming that our varieties will 
respond the same as U.S. vari¬ 
eties. 

Chloride is highly mobile in 
the soil and can be readily 
leached. It is one of the first 
elements released from miner¬ 
als. This is why chloride is so 
prevalent in oceans or ancient 
sea beds. Since large portions 
of the western Canadian prai¬ 
ries were glacial lakes at one 


time, chloride was deposited 
at considerable levels. With 
rainfall and ground water flow, 
this chloride has been redis¬ 
tributed over time. As a re¬ 
sult, chloride levels are ex¬ 
tremely variable in the soil. 
Chloride levels tend to be lower 
in higher slope positions and 
increase in the lower slope 
positions. It can be challeng¬ 
ing to interpret chloride soil 
test results because of this 
variability. 

I guess the bottom line is 
that there's growing evidence 
that yields of certain varieties 
of grain can be increased with 
chloride under deficient con¬ 
ditions. Potash (potassium 
chloride) is used as chloride 
fertilizer. Deficiencies can usu¬ 
ally be corrected with 15 to 
201bs/acre of actual chloride, 
in other words 32 to 431bs/ 
acre of potash product (0-0- 
60). If your soil tests are defi¬ 
cient in chloride and you are 
not already applying potash 
for a potassium source, you 
may want to try some test 
strips with potash. 

Don't just assume it will 
work though!

The CWBs Board of Direc¬ 
tors says recommendations 
contained in Justice Estey's 
review of grain handling and 
transportation will present 
farmers with more costs, with¬ 
out guarantees of better serv¬ 
ice to meet customers' needs. 
The directors studied Estey's 
report during their first meet¬ 
ing last week. 

"All players involved in 
grain handling and transpor¬ 
tation need to give some criti¬ 
cal thought to how the system 
can be structured to benefit 
farmers and customers," said 
Greg Arason, president and 
CEO. "In preparing our formal 
response to the report, we will 
continue to identify effective 
transportation solutions 
which serve farmers and cus¬ 
tomers to their best advan¬ 
tage." 

The directors said Estey's 
recommendation that the CWB 
tender for all supplies from 
grain companies only after 
sales contracts have been ne¬ 
gotiated with customers would 
negatively affect farmer re¬ 
turns through increased costs 
and reduced revenue from mar¬ 
keting. It would also nega¬ 
tively impact the CWB's abil¬ 
ity to effectively market on 
farmers' behalf. 

Without its critical involve¬ 
ment in transportation, the 
CWB would be ineffective in 
its efforts to make spot or 
forward sales to react to trans¬

portation problems. Added to 
these are other concerns, in¬ 
cluding farmer access to the 
system and their share of 
transportation capacity, the 
threat of noncompetitive of¬ 
fers from grain companies, and 
a diminished quality reputa¬ 
tion for Canadian grain. 

Estey also recommends the 
statutory freight rate cap on 
grains be repealed and replaced 
by a proposal from CP Rail 
promising reduced rates over 
a six-year period. While the 
directors are in favor of lower 
freight costs for farmers, they 
are not convinced that CPs 
proposal would reduce the to¬ 
tal freight bill for farmers. 
There is no guarantee that 
proposed savings will be passed 
on to farmers. 

Finally, the directors stud¬ 
ied Estey's recommendations 
to abolish the industry com¬ 
mittee which allocates avail¬ 
able rail cars among shippers. 
Without the Car Allocation 
Policy Group (CAPG), the di¬ 
rectors say shippers would bid 
against each other for car sup¬ 
ply with the railways retain¬ 
ing total control over the size 
of the fleet. Dissolving CAPG 
would also remove farmer par¬ 


ticipation in the establishment 
of overall capacity planning. 

The directors noted that the 
recent decision from the Ca¬ 
nadian Transportation Agency 
on the CWBs service complaint 
against CP Rail established 
the CAPG unload guidelines 
as a meaningful benchmark to 
measure railway performance. 
CAPG provides a long-term 
capacity planning process 
which assists shippers and 
carriers in reducing uncer¬ 
tainty and, therefore costs. 

A backgrounder providing 
more details of the directors' 
initial views on the Estey re¬ 
port is posted on the CWBs 
Web sit at www.cwb.ca. The 
Board of Directors will meet 
again in late January to final¬ 
ize its position on the report.
